»f philofQphy^ And if any do rvax pale at the grovpth of it , 
they fecm to Jherp thereby y how littli they have either of the 
intelligent Piety of this Holy man , or of the Civtlity of the 
GentiU Pbilofephers. 

If it be objeBed , That here this Learned Father declares a 
Fondnefs for Apollooius, 04 if none but the Vulgar had efliem- 
ed him a Magician 5 but the Pythagoreans claim d him for a 
Philofopher 5 It may be conjider d, that St^ Hierome received 
this indulgent report from the Tradition of the more primitive 
Fathers j and particularly from Juftin Martyr , who douhtlefs 
could difcern deeper inPhilofophy^ thanVulgar Heads^ and might 
come nearer to the Truth than Philoftratus. who perhaps might 
affeU Romantique Stories. But We have no concernment for A- 
pollonius i only we may vindicate the pious Father for his fa-- 
vourahle fentence 5 fince we find it no new thing 5 . that Great 
Philofophers y Mathematicians and Vn-common Artificer sjhould 
be defamed by the rude multitude for Magicians ^ or Athe* 
ip. 

We mufi grant , that in the lafi Age ^ if0hm Operative Phi- 
lofophy began to recover ground^ and to tread on the heels

iifter 5 ac^J fated in ali parts te redeem, the mdji infruUive An^ 
iiquities , and to exeite Experimental P^ays 5 a?id fre/fj Difcove. 
rus i 'The fuuefs hceame on a fudden JiupendiQus^ and EJfeHite- 
fhilofophy begmi to Jparkje^ ami even to flow into beams of bright- 
fbining Light ^ all ever the U-'orld. And the faid Peyreskius 
bis Oratorsy Gallcndus ^nd Bucchardus^ have in their Hiftoc 
rus and Panegyricks rat fed him a morefplendid Monument^ tha.^i 
fome of the grcatejl Jllonarehs can fijerv. And it u temarh^bls^ 
that when Bucchardus^ a very ehqumt Frenchman, had at 
Rome, in Acadcmia Humoriftaniin, extoSed^ in a Funeral G^ 
ration^ this his Countryman Peyreskius for one ef the mo(i won^ 
derful Advmuers of all l^nds of Literature and ef Arts that 
any age or palace brought forth 5 yet be came off with univerfal 
npplaufe ^ and devout acclamations^ theugh PopeMthznthe Bth^ 
&nd his favQurite-Cardinalsy and Jeveral great Prints in Italy ^ 
snd many excellent per font in Rome ^ did then highly pretend ^ 
and might not unjuflly lay claim to the patronage j and 
extraordinary merit in every ^/W of Learnings Art, mid Ek-

Thefe VerttiBs will Jjine brightejl amongfi the Fertuous 5 and 
although the Emulation of Countries may grow hot^ yet the beau- 
ty ofFertue^ and the troth of Pbilofophjf rvill prevail. The 
Eaft and the Brachmaus had th$ ^Id Fame ^ (^m the learmd 
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Father hath told uf ahove.^ ) but the Curious Tslonjieur Bernie 
being lately returned from the Mogoiians ^ gives us good affti^ 
rsmce^ that neither thej^ nor their Brachmans ^ are now worthy 
to teach the Europeans ^ but the Wtfejl among^jt them do rejoyce 
in the philofophical Lights which norv ffjines in the Weft, and in 
cur North, yind n^ho k^ov^s^ how foon or how potently our rvon^ 
fkrfuli progrefs of Arts ^ and the Lujlre of our Phtloftphy may 
awaken them, to embrace the more glorious deCirine of the Go[r, 
peL We hope, this Ingenious Travellour will make haji to gnvi 
Its a philofophical accompt of his Travels , rvith no Ufs accu-^ 
ratenefs^ than he hath given us the Political MyJIeries of th^ 
Mogolians , and the Sottijhnefs ef the Chnflian Ahyffms or .ff']- 
thiopians^ 

JVhen the Emulation rvas hottejl m both fides the AlpeS;) rvho 
Jhould excell in ths florvry Arts of Oratory and Poetry ^ though 
Sanazary was then on one fcle of the Alpes 3 and far greater 
men, oreat Poets on the other fide in France ; ^et both the Sea- 
ijgerSj Julius and Jofephus. themfelves Italians and French^ gave 
the lavprel to Buchanan a Scot. And thus the IVeJl or 'North- 
riind^ bringing the fwect flowers of Philology, and the richest 
fruir 0/ Philofophy, will be more wellcome to the Intelligent^ than 
ikfi fetid and contagious hlajls from the Eaft^ And the IV fe 
and the Vertuous ought not to regard the Cenfures and reproaches 
of the Ignorant or malignant Multitudes^ They retain an in* 
iernal fatisfaUion within them felves -^ and found Vhilofophers are 
mutually each to other fuff^cient Theaters. 1 fljall no longer ae^ 
tain the Curious and Ingenious Reader horn the hufneCs U'§ hai$ 
in hand^ 
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
